Its cata- 
logue is elaborately illustrated and makes 
both an interesting souvenir and a valua- 
ble record. Of special note are the repro- 
ductions of the works of western archi- 
tects and artists, whose names are only 
beginning to be known in the East, but 
whose conceptions are dignified and dis- 
tinctly individual. 



Belgian An international expo- 

international sition will be held at 
exposition Brussels from May to 
November, 1910, which 
will comprehend an exhibition of the fine 
arts, organized and set forth under the 
patronage of the Belgian Government. 
This exhibition will be installed in the 
galleries of the Palais du Cinquantenaire, 
and will include painting, sculptures, en- 
gravings and lithographs, architectural 
drawings and plans. Special provision 
is made for the transportation of exhibits, 
an elaborate catalogue will be issued, and 
certain awards made. American artists 
have been invited to participate. 



IN THE MAGAZINES 

The November magazines contain not a 
little of interest in reference to art, and 
make, in several instances, engaging an- 
nouncements of special articles and pic- 
torial matter to be published during the 
coming year. The November Century has 
as a frontispiece a reproduction of Louis 
Loeb's painting, "The Mother," printed, 
most successfully, in color, and contains a 
brief appreciation of the well-known 
painter who was summoned by death last 
July, all, it.would seem, too soon. An ar- 
ticle on "The Dramatist and The Thea- 
ter," contributed by BrandeV Matthews, is 
illustrated by Andre Castaigne, Jules 
Guerin, and Louis Loeb. Mrs. Pennell 
writes of Amiens, "The Parthenon of 



Gothic Architecture," and Mr. Pennell 
supplies illustrative etchings; while Er- 
nest Flagg, the architect, contributes an 
article on good roads, giving in pleasant 
and forceful manner, with helpful dia- 
grams, the result of his personal investi- 
gations, called forth by the superiority of 
foreign roadways. Besides all which 
there is in this magazine an engraving 
on wood by Timothy Cole of Pierre-Paul 
Prud'hon's portrait of Elise, eldest sister 
of Napoleon Bonaparte. 

In the Harper's is to be found a "Por- 
trait of a Lady," by Francesco de Zurba- 
ran, engraved on wood, by Henry Wolf, 
with comment by W. Stanton Howard, to- 
gether with illustrations by Howard Pyle, 
Thornton Oakley, Elizabeth Shippen 
Green, and others, as well as an announce- 
ment that during 1910 a special feature 
will be made of articles on foreign living 
artists of distinction. 

The World's Work contains an article 
on Sir Moses Ezekiel, a Virginia sculptor, 
who has been knighted by European mon- 
archs and makes his residence in Rome, 
but who at the present time is completing 
a statue of Jefferson for the University of 
Virginia, and one of Stonewall Jackson, 
to be erected in Charlestown, West Vir- 
ginia. In the December number of this 
magazine the first instalment of Elihu 
Vedder's autobiography will appear. 

The Hudson-Fulton Exhibition at the 
Metropolitan Museum is naturally sup- 
plying text for numerous articles, not the 
least significant of which is contributed by 
Frank Fowler to "The Field of Art," in 
the November Scribner's. The Interna- 
tional Studio for November gives the place 
of the leading article to a series of full- 
page reproductions of the Dutch master- 
pieces, and in the Review of Reviews this 
notable exhibition is comprehensively re- 
viewed by Ernest Knaufft. 

Current' Literature gives considerable 
space to a collection of brief appreciations 
recently published of the late Charles 
Follen McKim, with numerous illustra- 
tions of the work of the firm of McKim, 
Meade and White, of which for many 
years he was senior member. In the Put- 
nam's, Gardner Teall describes apprecia- 
tively the astute art collecting of Mr. J.
